is listed to a/Wress the 12"»-na» 
Uon assembly today in its gtn- 
eral policy debate. He is expect- 
ed to make the appeal. 


A plea went out from Prague 


Thursday night for Czechoslo- 
vaks 
themselves— particularly 


students— to do nothing to hind- 
er the task of the leaders at the 
Kremlin. 


"Every chain is as strong as 


its 
weakest link," Education 


Minister Vladimir Kadlec said 
on 
Czechoslovak 
television. 


"Students, make sure you are 
not that -weakest link . , . The 
government Is meeting your de- 
mands as rruich as it can. . . . 
Don't 
make the task of our 


leaders more difficult.'1 


Plesfcot took over his func- 


tions Last month when Foreign 
Minister Jlri Hajek quit under 
Soviet pressure and Premier 
Oldricb Cernfi; became the nom- 
inal foreign m'nister. 


Pleskot got his turn to speak 


here while Cernik and Commi>

Wallace Team 
Satisified 
With Response

TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) - A new 


and widely known running mate 
at his side, behind him a fa- 
tiguing, five-state courtship of 
the industrial Midwest l a b o r 
vote, George C. Wallace relaxed 
his presidential campaign today 
apparently satisfied with the re- 
sponse to both. 


Retired Gen. Curtis E. LaMay 


listened stoically to prolonged 
applause in two cities Thursday 
as Wallace introduced him as 
the vice presidential candidate 
of the 
American Independent 


party. 


Wallace said he was "pleased 


and gratified" at the receptions 
given LeMay. 


In both Indianapolis and Tole- 


do, telegrams from around the 
country greeted Wallace, com- 
plimenting him on his choice of 
•'•LeMay. 


M,iny 
of 
the 
messages 


strengthened the belief among 
Wallace strategists that LeMay 
would add stature and legitima- 
cy to Wallace's third party race 
for the presidency. 


"Gen. 
Le May's 
candidacy 


gives us a very strong ticket," 
said Wallace, whose hard line 
on Vietnam won the endorse- 
ment of the decorated and out- 
spoken former Air Force chief 
of staff. 


Le May's candidacy reopened 


a 
dormant political 
debate; 


whether nuclear weapons should 
be used in war. 


At a news conference in Pitts- 


burgh announcing his candida- 
cy, LeMay stated this view: 


"My desire is not to use any 


weapons. 
But once the time 


comes that you have to fight, I 
would use any weapon that we 
have in our arsenal that Is nec- 
essary. I do not believe nuclear 
weapons are necessary in Viet- 
nam." 


In his speeches at Toledo and 


Indianapolis, with LeMay on the 
platform, Wallace repeated his 
long-spoken avowal that, should 
peace negotiations fall, the Viet- 
nam war "should be concluded 
militarily 
with 
conventional 


weapons." 


He also said in an interview 


that he and his running mate 
see eye to eye on the issue of 
nuclear weapons, 


He said LeMay had told him 


privately that a third world war 
"would destroy civilization" and 
the best way to avoid it was to 
have a defense posture superior 
to any other nation's. 


But no candidate ought to tell 


an enamy in advance, Wallace 
said, that America would rule 
out possible use of nuclear 
weapons in any circumstance, 
LeMay stated the same position 
at his news conference. 


For the past five days Wal- 


lace has stumped five states of 
the Midwest, convinced, as he 
said in Toledo Thursday night, 
that "regardless of what some 
labor leaders tell you, we do 
have the support of organ&ed 
labor in our state and elsewhere 
in the nation." 


Enthusiastic crowds met him 


at every stop. Thursday 8.000 
gathered at a baseball stadium 
on a chilly night.

A—This operation is admit- 


tedly e x p e n s i v e (roughly 
$1,000) because it is regarded 
as s o m e t h i n g of a luxury 
item. You would have to learn 
the exact amount from the 
surgeon. He will be glad to 
discuss his fee and hospital 
costs with you b e f o r e you 
make any commitment. It is 
aest to have this type of opera- 
tion performed by a plastic 
surgeon. 


Q—How long must a person 


stay in the hospital after a 
face-lifting operation? Is there 
any danger involved? 


A—The usual stay in the 


hospital is about a week. 
There is some danger associ- 
ated with any operation but 
barring an infection or some 
unforeseen c o m p l i c a t i o n 
things should go well. 


Q—Is it too late to have a 


plastic operation on my nose 
after the age of 50? 


A—No, nor after the age of 


70 or 90.

Q—A specialist says my 


h u s b a n d has Peyronie's 
disease. He prescribed Potaba 
but he says there is not much 
chance for a cure. Will this 
condition become cancerous? 


A—Potaba is a combination 


of potassium aminobenzoate 
and pyridoxine. Some author- 
ities believe it to be the best 
drug for this disease. The 
condition is not a forerunner 
of cancer. 


Q—I h a v e had cortisone 


shots and X-ray therapy for 
Peyronie's disease but neither 
has helped me. What do you 
recommend?

MEXICO CITY (AP) _ Stu- 


dents burned trolley cars near 
an Olympic field and armored 
cars kept their guns trained on 
apartment buildings where snip- 
ers had holed up, but raost of 
the Mexican capital was quiet 
Thursday night. 


Despite the eruption of the

Wednesday night, the Olympic 
games still were set to open a 
week from Saturday. 


"As guests of Mexico, we 


have full confidence that the 
Mexican people.. .will join the 
participants and spectators in 
celebrating the games, a verita- 
ble oasis In a troubled world," 
said Avery Brundage, president 
of the International Olympic 
Committee, after an emergency 
meeting of the committee. 


A count of casualties at hospi- 


tals and police stations showed 
at least 27 persons killed in 
Wednesday night's fighting and 
some Mexico City newspapers 
reported death tolls as high as 
40. There was no official esti- 
mate of the number wounded, 
but it appeared to be in the hun- 
dreds, Various sources reported 
between 1,000 and 1,500 arrest-

Collision in 
Air Kills 24 
Americans

SAIGON (AP) « Allied forces 


killed 150 enemy troops in anew 
outbreak of heavy fighting near 
the Cambodian border, along 
the jungled approaches to Sai- 
gon, military spokesmen report- 
ed today. 


Enemy gunners shot down a 


U.S. helicopter ferrying ammu- 
nition to the embattled South 
Vietnamese mercenaries in the 
area. Four Americans were 
killed and two wounded. 
; 


Earlier, U.S. headquarters re- 


ported that 24 Americans were 
killed in the collision of a big 
Army CH47 Chinook helicopter 
and an Air Force Caribou cargo 
plane 11 miles northwest of Hue 
on the coast. It was one of the 
worst air collisions of the war." 
There were no survivors. 


The fighting along the Cambo* 


dlan border, 60 miles northwest 
of Saigon was triggered at day- 
break Thursday when about 400 
South Vietnamese civilian irreg- 
ulars were lifted into the area 
by American helicopters. They 
immediately ran into an enemy 
force of about 800 to 1,000 men." 


Two and a half hours later, 


another 400 South Vietnamese; 
mercenaries were committed to 
the 
fight.

Government casualties were 


put at 15 dead and 44 wounded. 


The American helicopter was 


brought down by macnine-gune 
fire as it was landing. A U.S, 
Special Forces captain and the 
crew chief were killed In the 
flaming wreckage. The pilot and 
a gunner were kUled by enemy 
riflemen as they crawled away 
from the wreckage after pulling 
out the wounded helicopter com- 
mander. The commarider, a 
first Ueutenant, aati a^Speclal 
Forces master sergfeant, sur- 
vived with minor wounds.

The new outbreak of fighting 


broke a week-long lull In ground 
action along the Cambodian bor- 
der where the enemy lost 700 
men during the last week of 
September In suicidal attacks 
on Green Beret camps screen- 
ing infiltration routes. The ene- 
my troops were believed to be 
from the Viet Cong 9th Division 
which has bases inside Cambo- 
dia. 


In the aerial collision far to 


the north, headquarters said the 
Air Force Caribou had just tak- 
en off from Camp Evans, head- 
quarters of the U.S. 1st Air Cav- 
alry Division.
